Council Committee Considers 
Proposition to Widen Edge- 
wood Avenue, Gilmer Street 
and Exchange Place — Will 
Mean the Erection of Fine 
Business Houses. 


At a meeting of the street committee 
©f the genera! council vesterday after- 
noon steps were taken for the improve- 
ment of a central business section of 
the city that will mean a great deal 
for the development of Atlanta. 

The plan that was put under way has 
for its object the expenditure of thou- 
Bands of dollars by citizens, the dedi- 
cation of valuable property to the city 
and the widéning and straightening of 
streets that lie in the very heart of the 
city’s business district. 

Nothing that has occurred in many 
years has meant so much for the de- 
velopment of the city’s business streets. 

Along with the plan of widening and 
Straightenine the streets comes the 
statement that whole biocks will be 
dullt up with fine stores and office 
bulldings. 

Will Cost the City Bat Little. 

And all of this is to cost the city but 
little when compared with the immense 
advantages that wil! accrue to. the 
city’s business and to the added reve- 
nue from the increase in tax receipts. 

The matter came before the street 
committee of council in a_ resolution 
calling for the widening of Edgewood 
@vanue where it intersects with Ivy 
and Gilmer streets. This resolution 
primartivy tad for-ite—objeec ~ 
in@ of a 200d. driveway to the Audi- 
torium-Armory at the corner of Gilmer 
and Courtland streets. Gilmer street 
start’ at Edgewood avenue where the 
avenue crosses Ivy street. At this 
point. the southwest corner of Ivy 
street and Edgewood avenue, a corner 
juts out so as 0 cut off a portion of 
Gilmer street./ It was the purpose of 
the resolution to buy so much of the 
corner as would make Gilmer street 
straight to Edgewood avenue. 

This projecting corner is at one end 
of a triangular lot owned by JoelHurt. 
It is bounded by Edgewood avenue, Ivy 
street and Exchange place. 

When the committee undertook to con- 
sider the purchase ‘of the projecting 
corner, Mr. Hurt also stated that there 
was also another corner in the same 
locality which should be made into a 
street. It is the southeast corner of 
Pryor street and Edgewood avenue, He 
said that the city appropriated the 
money to buy this strip several years 
ago, but the matter got into the courts 
and the plan was finally abandoned. 
Years ago the proverty was condemned 
for $6,600, but it was worth much 
more now. 

Will Giwe City One Corner. 

Mr. Hurt stated that he was willing 
to give the city. without a dollar’s cost, 
the corner where Ivy street intersects 
Gilmer street and Edgewood avenue, 
provided the city bought the corner of 
Pdgewood avenue and Pryor street, as 
4t had agreed to do. He said the city’s 
failure to buy the corner had cost prop- 
erty@molders at least $100,000 who had 
j ed in property in that section of 

city. The southeast corner of 
ewood avenue and Pryor street Is 
owned by the Austell estate. 

Mr. Hurt also stated to the committee 
that he owned nearly all the frontage 
On Exchange place and it was his pur- 
pose to widen that street by giving the 
city land on the south side of the street. 

“J have been negotiating for. three 
months,’ stated Mr. Hurt, ‘‘to erect a 
fine building on the triangular lot 
bounded by Edgewood avenue, Ivy 
etreet and Exchange place and to build 
five stores on Exchange place and will 
do 60 as £00n as the city sees fit to ac- 
cept my proposition. ; 

The street committee adopted a reso- 
jution indorsing Mr. Hurt’s proposition 
and requested the chairman, Alderman 
Huddieston, and the city attorney to 
look into the matter and make a report 
go that it can be acted upon by council 
next Monday afternoon.

POLICE SITUATION WiLL

The police board will meet at the 
police barracks this afternoon at 5 
o'clock to consider the case of Sergeant 
of Detectives 8.

This special session of the board was 
called bv Cartos H. Mason, chairman, 
who communicated the news to Chief 
Jennings over the phone at 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon.

As to the special meeting, Chier Jen- 
nines said he had been to Mr. Mason’s 
office and urged that the matter of 
Sergeant Roberts’ suspension be taken 
up at once. The chief thinks Roberts 
made a great mistake in allowing Will 
Crawford, a prisoner who was under 
arrest.on a charge of suspicion of im- 
plication in a diamond robbery, to 
send a note to his sick wife before the 
detectives had a chance to search the 
house for the jewels. The chief said 
he ordered Chief of Detectives Jett to 
make the investigation that led to the 
suspension of Sergeant Roberts. 

Detective J. N. Starnes has been ap- 
pointed temporarily to take Sergeant 
Roberts’ place with the detectivé de- 
partment. He took charge yesterday

What May Be the Resalt. 

It is believed that this means either 
the placing of Roberts on the list of 
patrolmen or his dismissal from the

As has been prophesied, Newport 
Lanford, ex-sergeant of the detective 
department, will probably be reinstat- 
ed.

Washington, . March 12.—(Special.)~ 
Editor Theodore Roosevelt and the 
other editors of The Outlook, including 
Dr. Lyman Abbott, have decided to ex- 
ert their editorial influence itn behalf of 
the fight of the insurgent republicans 
for the amendment of the Nouse rules. 

This is the most remarkable and gd- 
sorbingly interesting development up to 
date in the fight against Cannon and 
Cannonism, and is being discussed here 
with sharply conflicting emotions. 

The decision of The Outlook was reach- 
ed at a meeting of the editorial force, 
which the ex-president attended. This 
Information was contained in} a letter 
which was received in Washington’ to- 
day by Representative Victor Murdock, 
of Kansas, “King Pin” of the insur- 
gents. 

Mr. Roosevelt is quoted as giving 
his entire approvaf to the fight of the 
Insurgents, though he admits it may 
cause embarrassment to President Taft 
by affecting the smooth sailing of the 
tariff bill. The Outlook will indorse the 
fight as being both right and timely. 
While it has been known that Dr. Ab- 
bott and his old associates held to this 
view, interest was felt in Washington 
as to what course Mr. Roosevelt 
would take.

GUNBOATS OF NICARAGUA 
BAFFLED BY PRESIDENTE

Mexico City, March 1!2.—A private 
dispatch received here tonight abso- 
lutely confirms the reported naval en- 
gagement between the ships of Nicara- 
gua and Salvador. ° 

Three Nicaraguan gunboats. led by 
the Momotombo, Tuesday attacked the 
Salvadorean gunboat Presidente. The 
latter, by a lucky shot, put the Momo- 
tombo out of action almost at the be- 
ginning of the engagement. The three 
Nicaraguans then withdrew. Later the 
Momotombo was repaired and went in 
pursuit of the Presidente. 

Zelaya Ordera Battle. 

The gunboat Presidente left the port 
of Acajutla under sealed orders, and 
proceeded to cruise along the Nicara- 
guan coast. President Zelaya, of 
Nicaragua, getting wind of this, ordered 
the Momotombo and two other ships to 
intercept the Salvadorean vessel and 
engage her in battle. 

The Presidente was encountered off 
the harbor of Corinto, but succeeded 
in getting in action first and disabling 
the wiomotombo. The latter was com- 
pelled to withdraw, and limped back to 
the port of Corinto. 

The two vessels accompanying her 
elso withdrew. Hasty repairs were 
made on the Momotombo, and within a 
few hours she was ready to put to sea 
again. <As she ig a faster and better 
equipped ship than the Presidente, it 
is considered certain that she will over- 
take the Salvadorean gunboat. 


Second Engagement Fought. 

It is said here that a second engage- 
ment was fought either today or yes- 
terday. According to reports the 
Momotombo carries among its crew 
American officers and gunners. 

Assistant Secretary of Foreign Af- 
fairs Federico Gamboa told the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press to- 
night that the Mexican state depart- 
ment had received no word from its 
Nicaraguan representative for the past 
week. It is thought the canle commu- 
nication between Mexico and Nicaragua 
has been cut. 

Secretary Gamboa declared that up 
to tonight no instructions had been sent 
to Minister de la Barra, at Washing- 
ton relative to joint intervention ih 
Central American affairs by Mexico 
and the United States. He admitted 
that the situation is grave. 

Considering Protectorate. 

Unofficially, it is declared that a pro- 
tectorate is being considered and inter- 
vention similar to that which was in 
force in Cuba up to the present year is 
a possibility. 

Secretary Gamboa was in conference 
with President Diaz, at the castle of 
Chapultepec today, and Central Ameri- 
can affeirs were discussed by them. 
What decision, if any, was reached, is 
not known, as nothing of the conference 
was made pubdiic, other than the admis- 
Sion that Central American affairs were 
touched upon. In unofficial, but well- 
informed, circles it is declared that Cen- 
tral American affairs are on the eve of 
epoch-meking happenings. 

United States Will Have to Intervene. 

Mexico City, March 1!2.—‘*Conditions in 
Central America are becoming so in- 
tolerable as to be a menace to civiliza- 
tion. It is a question of but a few- 
weeks at the most when Mexico and 
the United States will be compelled to 
intervene in the affairs of at least three 
of the republics and bring them to a 
realization of the pledge signed by them 
at the recent peace conference.” 

This is the summing up of the Central 
American situation by a high Mexican 
official, who, for obvious reasons, re- 
fused to allow his name to be associated 
with the quotagion. 

It is generally reported here that Mex- 
ico and the United States have arrived 
at full accord as to the proceedings to 
be taken within the next few months. 
Intervention being apparently inevitadle, 
it is understood that the United States 
will take the initiative, Mexico backing 
up that coOuntrv with moral support 
alone. “ 

Report of Naval Fight. 

Today the government organ, El Im- 
parcial, issued eae bulletin on a reported 
naval engagement between the Nic- 
araguan gumboat Momotombo ahd the 
Saivadorean warship Presidente. The 
fight is said to thave occurred off Co- 
rinto, but as yet there is no official con- 
firmetion of the report, and there is 
now a‘ disposition to discredit the ru- 
mor. Telegrams received by the Emi- 
grado colony here, however, — indicate 
that if the engagement tas actually 
taken glace, t will be tet a matter of 
a few deye before the clash comes. 

According to the dispatches, President 
Zelaya has determined to wage war on 
Saivedor in spe of the United States 
or Mexico. The republic of Honduras 
and Gaatemaia will inevitably be drawn 
into the comflict as allies, the former of 
Nicaragua and the latter of Salvador.

In the senate the smaller 
States hawe a greater proportionate rep- 
resentation than in the house, and if 
the Dill, as it comes from the house, 
Should fail to give what is considered 
adequate protection to some of their in- 
dustries, there would undoubtedly be a 
strenuous effort by the senators from 
those states to restore the desired 
equilibrium. The thinly populated 
states of the west are especially inter- 
ested in the protection of wool, hides, 
fruits, lead ore; copper, etc., and will 
unquestionably resist any effort to 
discriminate against them, as they 
would regard as such effort the plac- 
ing of any of these articles on the free 
list. 

As the committee on finance is at pres- 
ent constituted, the far west is without 
representation. There ig little doubt, 
however, that in the reorganization this 
defect will be remedied, but even though 
there should be no change ir this re- 
spect, the senators are still confident 
that the committee would take care of 
their interests. If it should fail to do 
so, they will make their fight on the 
senate floor. 

While Senator Aldrich’s hope is to 
have the bill in shape to be reported 
soon after it comes from the ‘house, 
much will depend upon the character of 
the house measure and the disposition 
of the members of the finance commit- 
tee. Unquestionably the controlling de- 
sire in the senate will be to make a dis- 
tinctively protective measure, and it is 
not believed the republican senators will 
permit even their desire for haste to 
cause them to sacrifice this feature 


of it.

‘Mine Workers and Opera- 
tors Confer. 


ter Proposition to Renew 


Three Years. 


Philadelphia, March 12.—The copfer- 
ence between the subcommittges of the 
anthracite mine workers and. operators, 


to arrange a new agreement to go into 
effect at the expiration of the present 
working arrangement, came to an end 
late this afternoon, without result. 

While the. prospects are not as bright 
as they were for a peaceful settlement, 
there is still hope that radical action 
by either side will be avoided. The ex- 
ecutive boards will tomorrow issue 4 
call for a convention of the miners of 
the three anthracite districts, to be held 
in one of the mining towns, for the pur- 
pose of considering plans for further 
action, and then will follow another 
conference with the operators before 
March 31. 

The counter-proposition of the mining 


| companies to renew the present agree- 


ment for another term of three years 
will be placed before the convention by 
the executive boards of the workmen. 
National President Lewis, of the union, 
said after today’s meeting, that the sug- 
gestion for another conference came 
from the operators. 

There was Dut one session of the sub- 
committees today, and it lasted from 2 
D. m. until 5 p. m. 

Statement by Lewis. 

President Lewis, of the miners, gave 
out this afternoon the following pre- 
pared statement: 

“The r esentatives of the operators 
and the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica of the anthracite districts have met 
for the purpose of trying to agree upon 
@ wage contract to govern the mine 
workers of the anthracite coal region of 
Pennsylvania. 

“During the deliberations it developed 
that the operators were unwilling to 
treat with the miners’ representatives as 
an Organization of men, and at the same 
time the operators claimed they had no 
objections to the men being members of 
the United Mine Workers. Two things 
were brought out clearly in‘the position 
of the operators: 

“In the first place, they say they have 
no objections to the anthracite mine 
workers pelonging to the United Mine 
Workers, and yet they say they are un- 
willing to meet the representatives of 
the union. The position is so inconsist- 
ent that it yeeds no comment. 

“The question naturally arises, if the 
anthracite operators refuse to sign an 
agreement with the representatives of 
the United Mine Workers, as such, for 
the anthracite region, then any agree- 
ment made is binding only upon the 
men whose signatures are attached to 
the document. 

“Any proposition agreed upon for the 

mine workers of the anthracite region 
to havé the support of the United Mine 
Workers must be signed by representa- 
tives of the miners as representing the 
United Mine Workers in the anthracite 
region.” 
The operators today had nothing to 
say regarding the situation. It is known, 
however, that they do not intend to 
change their attitude.

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BATTERED BY THE WINDS 
SCHOONER COMES TO PORT 


New York, March 12.—With only her 
foremast left standing above her decks, 
the former three-masted schooner Ann J. 
Trainor, of Philadelphia, from Norfolk 
February 27 for New York, was towea 
into this harbor early today, after hav- 
ing been partly dismantled in a gale of 
wind off Atlantk City. 

Captain Derrickson was struck by 4 
flying boom, when the vessel was dis- 
mantied on March 3, and one of the 
captain’s ribs was fractured.

Edifor Constitution: Charley Pirkle 
was tried in Hall county in 1902, and 
convicted of complicity in tae murder 
of a woman 72 years old. At the time 
of the trial there was intense excitement, 
the general opinion being that a prutal 
murder had been committed and that 
Pirkle had aided in the crime. A ver- 
dict of guilty alone prevented a lynching, 
so that such verdict became 4a need. 
Some months later every member of this 
jury signed a petition for the pardon 
and release of Pirkle, each man believ-_ 
ing him innocent of any crime. 

At the trial this boy, not yet six- 
teen, friendless, poor and wholly igno- 
rant.of any proper mode of procedure, 
was nobly defended.by W. B. Sloan, an 
attorney of Gainesville, who was 4Pp- 
pointed by the court, and who has be- 
come thoroughly convinced of his inno- 
cence, an opinion shared by his keepers, 
who ‘have unanimously agreed that

We readily recog- 
nize the cruelty of many acts of crimi- 
nals, buf are we not in danger of falling 
ito like condemnation as we keep this 
fboy a prisoner, notwithstanding his 
claim to freedom, judged by any right 
standard? I affirm the wrong and in- 
justice of this continued penalty when 
overwhelming proof of the great wrong 
is at hand and available for any*who 
love truth and desire mercy and just 
dealing, even for the humblest appli- 


‘Having put my hand to the plow, I! 
cannot and will not turn back until this 
great wrong is righted. I speak within 
the bounds of my own knowledge and

NOW RUN CITY ‘ort DES MOINES 


How fbeddaldiien Government Has Abolished the Heeler, 
‘Buttressed the Treasury and Broadened the | 
~ Parks—Brighter Future. Beckons.

Des Moines, lowa, March (2. —(Special.) 
Councilman Charie# W.. Schramm, suU- 
perintendent of the department of ac- 
counts and finances, has won the title 
of “watchdog of the treasury” in Des 
Moines. Since elected commissioner, Mr. 
Schramm has wrought mast radicai 
changes in the city’s system of account- 
ing, and has gotten the funds in such 
shape he can tell at a moment's notice 
just where every dollar lies. 

The first act of Mr. Schramm when he 
was elected commissioner was to ‘place 
the city’s funds in banks where interest 
was paid on deposits. This had never 
been done in Des Moines. Instead of 
placing the city’s funds in the banks 
controlled by political friends, he ad- 
vertised for bidders, reserving the right 
to reject any and all bids. He placed 
the funds in stable institutions, where 
the city now gets 2 per cent on daily bal- 
ance and 4 per cent on time deposits. 
The revenue derived amounts to about 
$8,000 per year, néarly enough to pay 
the salaries of three of the city’s com- 


missioners. 
An Alert Treasurer. 

Mr. Schramm then started a system 
of monthly reports. After every payday 
he requires the city treasurer to render 
a statement of every fund, showing the 
expenditures and the palance. Thse fig- 
ures are verified by the city auditor, 
and a statement is rendered each de- 
partment, so the superintendent § in 
charge may know just what sum he 
has to operate on, and may regulate 
his expenditures accordingly. Mr. 
Schramm requires ail moneys collected 
by every department to be turned im- 
mediately into the treasury—allowing no 
one to be responsible for funds but the 
treasurer. 

Mr. Schramm has caused the books of 
the county to be audited, insofaras the 
city accounts are concerned, and he dis- 
covered one item of nearly $10,000 due 
the city, which the county had over- 
looked. He discovered also in the po- 


aggregating nearly $2,000, which had 
never been certified to the city solicitor 
for collection. The police judge was 
hhaled before the council, and» gave 4 
half-satisfactory explanation of the ex- 
istence of the forfeited bonds. He was 
allowed tq retain office, but an order 
was issued directing him thereafter to 
immediately certify all bonds to the so- 
licitor for collection, as soon as they 
were forfeited. 

Mr. Schramm has guarded the city’s | 
funds very closely, and has frequently 
cautioned superintendents of the various 
departments they thad better go slower, 
Or they would not run their depart- 
ments with the appropriations made. 


Good Park Supervision. 

Equally as busy as Mr. Schramm is 
Commissioner J. Wesley Ash, superir- 
tendent of ‘the department of parks and 
pwhlic property. His task is one which 
begins at 8 o’clock in the morning’ and 
ends at sundown. He has supervision 
of all park employees, all park build- 
ings, all cemeteries, the public bath 
house, the zoo, the task of beautifying 
the parks, letting and regulating the 
concessions, care of the animals, etc. Des 
Moines has seven public parks, three 
large cemeteries, and Mr.-Ash is respon- 
sible for their care. At the zoo are 
herds of deer, elk, a few buffalo, a pit 
of bears, and many other animals. Des 
Moines is satisfied with the manage- 
ment of its public property. Mr. Ash has 
made good because he is a tireless work- 
er, and because he has handled his de- 
partment on a flat business basis. There 
is not one single political hireling in 
any park, and every man on the payroll 
is capable of doing a good, hard day’s 
work. 

Des Moines has only one regret in its 
change from the old form to the com- 
mission form of government. That one 
regret is the selection of its mayor. Not 
that he has been guilty of wrongs, or 
that hé is'‘intentfonally derelict, ‘but 
that the is past the age limit for active 
usefulness. Mayor A. J. Mathis is past 
the age of 60, and in this age of “‘get- 
up-and- hustle, ” he has been left far in

All the train schedules will be print- 
ed in a morning paper and in an aft- 
@rnoon paper in Atlanta, after Sundey, 
it is believed; for notice has been given 
to the railroad commission of Georgia 
that the schedules of the trains enter- 
ing the terminal station will be, and it 
is thought that a similar agreement in 
regard to those entering the union depot 
will be effected today. 

In a letter sent to Chairman McLen- 
don yesterday ‘by President C. A. Wick- 
ersham, of the Atlanta and West Point 
road, chairman of the board off control 
of the terminal station, it was stated 
that the railroads would print the sched- 
ules of the trains entering and leaving 
that station in a morning and an aft- 
ernoon paper in Atlanta. 

He suggested that the matter of pub- 
lishing the schedules of the trains enter- 
ing and leaving the union depot be 
taken up with C. B. Harman, chairman 
of the board of control of that station, 
which, will be done today. 

As a result of this conference it is be- 
lieved this will be accomplished today. 

This decision comes as a result of the 
numerous complaints filed with the rail- 
road commission of Georgia by the trav- 
eling public and the strong resolutions 
adopted by the traveling men of the 
state at their meeting on last Saturday 
night. 

The Travelers’ Protective Association 
has been most vigorous in its prosecu- 
tion, and will read with pleasure that 
the commission has settled the matter 
of publication with one terminal com- 
pany and is on the eve of setiling it 
with another. 

The schedules already agreed to be 
published daily in a morning and an aft- 
ernoon paper are those of the Southern, 
which operates more trains into Atlanta 
than any other road; the Central of 
Georgia and the Atlanta and West 
Point.

‘TI ask you, gentlemen, if you are g0- 
ing to convict men for doing something 
that everyone of us would 'have done— 
and he should have done—long before? 

“Standing in this case, after the storm 
has cleared away, after the sun is 
shining, I feel Iike an apostie of sun- 
shine. Let the eun shine into your 
hearts, let #ts ray warm your soul, and 
when it does, you will come in and re- 
port the truth. And in that act, you 
will be happy to restore Robin Cooper 
to his foster mother, who has _ stood 
over thim since his own mother died. 
Not as a murderer, branded, but as a 
dutiful son. And wien you do, you do 
not care who approves and who disap- 
proves, for you will have the approval 
.of your omn conscience. And you will 
tell your families that you have been 
trying a boy who spent the day trying 
to save his father, and who shot only 
after he received the cruel lead in his 
breast, and that you acquitted him with 


the mark of honor on his brow. Do it,”

Judge Anderson Speaks. 

Long before Judge Anderson arose to 
make the closing argument for the 
defense, every seat in the court room 
was filled, and men and women crowd. 
ed into every inch of space in the aisles 
and around the walls. Judge Anderson 
is considered the ablest criminal law- 
yer in the state. He has been to Colo- 
rado for his health for a year, and re- 
turned only to try this case. His phys- 
ical condition is not the best, and he 
spent the entire morning on a lounge 
in an ante-room, husbanding his 
strength for the argument this after- 
noon. He is not a great orator, in that 
he indulges in frenzied outbursts, but 
he is a convincing talker, who car- 
ries great weight with juries. 

The judge is tall, slender, very 
youthful-looking, pleasant of address, 
quiet and rather reserved in his man- 
ner. His smile is especially winning. 
He said in opening: 

“The speaking of the last word in 
behalf of the defense has been as- 
signed to me, and I assure you I speak 
it with a full feeling of the responsi- 
bility that attaches to it. You have 
heard this case referred to as a great 
law suit. And it is a great law suit. 
The deceased was a great man, a 
United States senator and a man of 
national prominence. The defendants 
are known all over the state. But when 
that is said. all is said. Senator Car- 
mack had the same right to live that 
the humblest citizen had to live, no 
more and no less. And Robin Cooper 
bad the same right to kill Carmack as 
the poorest and humblest citizen of the 
state had to kill a man in self-defense. 
And that is why the case is a great 
one. 

Where All Men Are Equal. 

“The proudest feeling in my heart to- 
day is the feeling that I live in a coun- 
try where all men are equal, and where 
all men are tried under the same law. 
It is with the greatest feeling of humil- 
ity that I speak at all, and I wonder 
whether it is necessary for me to speak 
at all, following such able speakers as 
Washington and Meeks. 

“T want to approach this case in fair- 
ness and impartiality. I want to say 
that I am not a lawyer who vilifies or 
abuses a witness. You who know me 
know that. It is so easy, gentlemen, 
for a lawyer, surrounded by the pro- 
tection and privilege Of the court, to 
ebuse and denounce and cut a witness 
to pieces, and the witness has no re- 
course. But that is beneath the dignity 
of an honest lawyer. 

“Yet. gentlemen, I heard in this court 
during this trial something I never 
heard before in a court of justice. I 
heard the lawyers for the state—no, the 
‘awver for the state—stand here and 
charge General Meeks with wilfully 
falsifying the record. Everyone who 
knows Meeks knows better, knows 
that he would not do such a thing. Yet, 
a moment later, General Garner him- 
self addressed you and quoted from the 
testimony of Governor Patterson which 
the court excluded from your hearing. 
I am roing to be more charitable to 
General Garner than he was to Gen- 
eral Meeks, and say I believe he was 
mistaken. 

“And General Garner says, too, that 
we sav Mrs. Eastman lied. You know 
that is false, gentlemen. You know it, 
for there is no man on the part of the 
defense who would be guilty of such 
ungentlemanly and unethical conduct. 

Regret Carmack’s Death. 

“Those of you who know my per- 
sonal and political fondness for Sen- 
ator Carmack know that I regretted 
his death. You know that I deplored 
the tragedy, and my sincerest prayer 
is that the God of the widow and the 
orphan will tenderly guard the gentle 
woman and the beautiful boy who are 
left to mourn his loss. But the most 
pitiful part of the entire tragedy is 
that Senator Carmack himself forced 
the conditions that endeq in his 
demise. 

“There are some things, gentlemen, in 
this case which are not disputed, and 
are not disputable. The state cannot 
dispute that Carmack had a revolver 
secured from Major Vertrees, that he 
had it at the moment of his meeting 
with the Coopers, that he drew that re- 
volver and that he fired it. No one can 
say that Carmack had a right to draw 
or fire that pistol. Still the state comes 
here and insinuates that an honorable 
and honest young man,:a retired army 
officer, tampered with the Carmack re- 
volver or substituted discharged shells 
for loaded ones.” 

Judge Anderson discussed the state's 
theories at some length, and declared 
they were untenable on any ground. 

“I will prove to you, gentlemen, that 
Senator Carmack brought on the diffi- 
culty that ended unfortunately in his 
death. There was no escape from the 
tragedy. Blindly and relentiessly an 
evil. fate drove him headlong to his 
own destruction. To understand it, I 
want you to indulge me a mbment,

while I trace the early relations which 
existed between Colonel Cooper and 
Senator Carmack, I know this has 
been gone into before, and I shall be 
very brief, recounting only enough to 
lead to a better understanding of what 
followed. There was a debt owed by 
Carmack to Cooper—not money, but the 
debt that hurts and stings and burns 
when its payment is withheld—the debt 
of gratitude.” 
Story of Carmack’s Youth. 

Judge Anderson then recounted the 
story of Carmack’s youth, his early 
meeting with Cooper, Cooper’s patron- 
age, the political success of the dead 
man, the continued friendship of the 
the political campaign of: Car- 
mack and Taylor, the break in the 
friendship and the quarrel that ended 
in the murder. 

“There is no contention, gentlemen, 
that editorial utterances ever justify 
the taking of human life. It has been 
charged that General Meeks has ap- 
plied the unwritten law to this case. 
Now, as I understand it, General Meeks 
simply said that men had been killed 
for less offense, was it not, general?’ 

Genera: Meeks nodded gravely in as- 
sent. Judge Anderson did not explain, 
however, what General Meeks meant 
when he boldly declared that the law 
provided no recourse for a man of sen- 
sitive honor who was attacked editorial- 
ly Or on the stump. 

Judge Anderson next took up the edi- 
torials and went into a detailed expla- 
nation of what each paragraph meant, 
wherein it gave offense, and what inter- 
pretation a man as sensitive as Colonel 
Cooper put upon it. He told how the 
colonel bore it all patiently for a time, 
but how he chafed under the sting of 
the “poisoned arrows.’’- 

Elimination of His Name. 

Then the speaker declared: “I do not 
Say and would never say that these 
vicious editorials, this continued use of 
Colonel Cooper’s name in the colums of 


|The Tennessean warranted the colonel 


in killing the senator, but I do hold 
that the assaults justified him in de- 
manding of Carmack that the offensive 
use of his name should cease at once. 

“Did you ever, gentlemen, listen to 
more withering sarcasm, more biting 
scorn, more poisonous innuendo than is 
contained in these editorials, written 
by the greatest master of invective that 
the south has produced? 

“These attacks continued and  con- 
tinued. They spread all over the state. 
His name was bandied as the name of 
a lobbyist aid as a corrupt politician 
who brought about a coalition of cor- 
rupt factions for corrupt purposes. For- 
bearance ceased to be a virtue, and 
driven to despegation, the colonel] de- 
termined to force a cessation. So he 
wrote a note. All this old soldier asked 
was that he, a private citizen, be exempt 
from attacks; that his name be spared; 
that his famliy be spared and that he 
be permitted to live out his days in 
peace 

“What if he did use yiolent language? 
Who would not? And what did Carmack 
think when Craig brought him that mes- 
sage? Whar if Colonel Cooper did say, 
‘One of must die’? I do not care, the 
man had been driven to desperation. Did 
Carmack, when ke got that message, 
recall the early days? Did he remember 
the days when Cooper took him by 
the hand and gave him the only oppor- 
tunities he ever had? Did he remember 
the colonel’s family? His beautiful, sen- 
sitive daughters, his young sons? Did 
he recall the old days? Oh. why dia 
he not say to Ed Craig, ‘Tell my old 
friend {1 didn’t mean to hurt him; that 
I was only having a little honest fun, 
and that I will not annoy him further. 
Why did he not? Then there would have 
been no trouble. | 


What He Did Do. 

“But did he? You know he did not. 
Instead, the news brought to him by 
Ed Craig that his old friend was being 
tortured to death by his merciless pe» 
delighted him so that he looked pleased. 
Think of jit, gentlemen, he looked 
pleased! You remember that the state 
brought that out. They asked Mr. 
Craig how Carmack looked, and he said 
‘he looked pleased.’ Yes. gentlemen, so 
pleased over his old benefactor’s agony 
that he telephoned out in an hour and 
secured a revolver. That's how Pleased 
he was." 

Judge Anderson took Up and discussed 
the conferences, showing. according to 
his theory, that all Colone] Cooper want- 
ed was peace and thet Iobin Cooper's 
entire effort that day—the day of the 
tragedy——was to prevent trouble. 

Judge Anderson scouted the con- 
spiracy theory of the state. “Why,” he 
said, ‘I thought conspiracies were 
hatched at midnight, in silence, in re- 
mote and secret corners. Why, gen- 
tlemen, if these are conspirators, they 
are the loudest-mdéuthed conspirators I 
ever saw. They yell out their purpose. 
They declare before a newsboy, ‘Now, 
we will get Him.’ They meet their fel- 
low conepirator in the Arcade, the most 
frequented place in Nashville. On they 
go, and at Union street and Seventh 
avenue they announce it again in the 
hearing of Carey Folk, when Coionel 
Cooper is supposed to have said, "No, 
I'll stay here awhile yet.’ Now, Carey 
Folk didn’t know there was going to 
be a killing, so he did not fix the words 
he heard in his memory. What he did 
hear was, Robin, fn front, turning and 
seeing Carmack, saying to his father, 
‘Hurry up, papa,’ and the old colonel, 
tired by the long pull up the hill, re- 
torting testily, “Well, wait a minute’ 
That's the way all three defendants teil 
it, and they are telling the truth. 

“I do not belleve | wi insult your 
intelligence by arguing that this meet- 
ing was anything except accidental]. I 
believe know that tf Robin had not 


given his father’s arm a nervous pull to

hurry him along in his efforts to prevent 
a meeting, there would have been no 
tragedy. It is very evident to any one 
who has heard the testimony. 

No Right te Cross Street. 

“They have told you that Colonel 
Cooper had no right to cross that 
street and address Carmack; that he 
committed an overt act when he did 
so. I tell you he had a right, Of 
course, if he went over there to pro- 
voke a difficulty, and, in the resulting 
difficulty, to kill Carmack, he would 
have had no right. But even if he 
had made threats, even if he were 
armed, he had a right there. If a 
man attacks and abuses you, you have 
a right to seek him out and to talk 
to him, and if you, on a peaceful mis- 
sion, are assaulted by your adversary, 
you have a right to protect yourself, 
éven to the length of killing your op- 
ponent. 

“The interpretation you put upon 
Colonel Cooper’s action depends upon 
his character and his purpose in go- 
Ing over there, not upon the fact that 
he did go over there. If Robin Cooper 
had gone over there and struck Sena- 
tor Carmack with his fist, and if, after 
being struck, Senator Carmack had 
drawn a revolver, Robin Cooper would 
have had a legal and moral right to 
kill Carmack. That, gentleman is the 
law of this state.” 

Judge Anderson then devoted nearly 
an hour to quoting decisions, reading 
in many instances the entire case re- 
ported. 

““‘Wihen a man has abused you and you 
go to him and demand that he stop it, 
and you fear you may offend him and 
that he may assault you,” declared An- 
derson, “you have a right to put a pistol 
In your pocket. You have a right to 
Zo to him to protest and demand. If 
you have this right, and the law says 
you have, then you have a right to de- 
fend yourself, if, in the exercise of that 
right, your opponent assaults you. Gen- 
tlemen, the law !s plain. The Coopers 
Rad a right, not only to seek Carmack 
out, but they had a right to seek him 
Out armed and to defend themselves if 
he attempted to assault them. They only, 
exercised their legal right, and their 
every act was within the law. 


Grills Mrs. Eastman’s Testimony. 
“I propose now to discuss Mrs. East- 


,man’s testimony and to show you why It 


ig not accurate. Not that I believe that 
Mrs. Eastman did not believe every word 
she said. There are several things that 
affect the credTfability of the witness, 
her memory, her ability to observe, her 
condition mentally when she witnessed 
the event. <All these things we must 
consider.”’ 

Judge Anderson then read many opin- 
jong on the value of testimony, and 
showed that a jury may weigh a wit- 
ness’ memory and creditability without 
in the least impugning her integrity. 

“Why, gentlemen, most of us are hon- 
est, but many of us, while honest, are 
often mistaken in what we say. We 
may have defective memory or de- 
fective vision. Our hearing may be 
bad. We may be excited and startled 
and lose much of what is haippening. 
All these things may happen to al! of 
us and never affect even remotely our 
integrity. 

“Now, Mrs, Eastman says she heard 
Colonel Cooper say ‘I have the drop on 
you.’ What does that mean? It means 
that you have a man in, your power, 
that you have your gun pointed at him. 
Did Colonel Cooper have the drop .on 
him? Mrs. Eastman herself says Colo- 


nel Cooper had no pistol. 

“Mrs. Eastman is a beautiful, an ex- 
quisitely beautiful and surpassingly 
charming woman. I yield to no one in 
my admiration for her. But she is a 
delicate, nervous, excitable woman. Let 
us see some things Mrs. Eastman did 
not see. She did not see Robin at 
all until it was nearly over. She did 
not see Colonel Cooper’s revolver, yet 
he says himself he had it drawn. She 
says Carmack reeled, staggered out into 
the street and fell. It could not have 
happened, gentlemen. If he had reeled 
and staggered out

Judge Anderson then analyzed. Robin’s 
story and declared every word of it was 
reasonable. He showed that the boy 
could have been standing as he said he 
was, on the pavement, above Senator 
Carmack, who was in the gutter, and 
received the wpund in the _ shoulder, 
from between .the poles. The wound 
ranged slightly upward.

“There are no factions in the police 
board,” said one of Mr. Mason's follow- 
ers yesterday.

The Electrical Bungalow. 
No more than fifty miles east of Sac- 
ramento, Cal., near the hamlet of Col- 
fax, Mr. Ellis Franklin owns a small 
farm. A little trout stream, rioting 
among the foothills and across the 
farm in a series of falls and rapids, 


en route to ite destination in the Bear} 


river, has been detained a little while 
at this farm where it cheerfully dons 
the invisible mantle of electricity -nd 
does most of the mechanical work 
about the premises, heats and lights 
the building and does the cooking, 
washing and ironing and numerous 
other small chores. 

This diminutive trout stream in times 
of high water is a small torrent. but 
during the dfy season it shrinks to a 
few cubic inches a minute, so it was 
necessary to utilize an old miner’s 
ditch for a reservoir to store up a 
supply of water against the dry 
months. A part of this old ditch, dug 
by the candy placer miners, was /re- 
paired to hold 100,000 cubic feet of 
water. <A six-inch rivited steel pipe. 
445 feet in length, carries the water 
to the foot of the fall, where the 
power-house is located. The little two- 
foot water-wheel in the power-house 
works under a 75-foot head and is 
belted to a 240-volt, six-horse power 
General Electric generator. The water 
enters the water wheel through a !%- 
inch nozzle and devetops more than 
six-horse power. The heavy pulley 
wheel takes the place of a balance 
wheel and a small governor prevents 
any accidents. 

Current from the power house is 
carried to the house, a quarter of a 
mile away, over a small copper wire 
strung on 20-foot poles. ‘The residence 
and a small log cabin, known as Mr. 
Mr. Franklin's den, are lighted with a 
total of about fifty '6-cardlie power 
lamps. Another lighting circuit runs 
to the barns and out-buildings. 

In the basement at the house a three- 
horse power rmaorfor © 
ugal pump, and with 
drives a washing machine, 
churn, cream separator, 
and a circular saw, 

It is not necessary to journcy to the 
power house to start or sig9p the ma- 
chinery, Neay..the switchboard in the 
hoyse is a small crank attached to @ 
shaft running through the wall to the 
outside. By a system ,of pulleys this 
crank operates two long galvanized iron 
wires, running just beneath the trans- 
mission wire, which open or close the 
water wheel gates as desired. An elec-

The rod oman is beautifully lighted. 
Lamps ageregating fully 900-candle 
power make the rooms as cheerful and 
pretty as any city home. Elegant fix- 
tures, harmontzing with the _ interior, 
make one almost forget that he is liv- 
ing on a farm. Outside, the broada@ 
verandas. with their pendant electric 
bulbs and lanterns, add to the charm of 
this country home. The farm laborers 
also share in the luxury of electric light- 
ing. In their little cottage, which is 
apart from the residence, electric lamps 
are provided for the bedrooms and for 
the library where the men pass their 
evend ‘ 

Sut Hahtine is only one use to which 
the power is put. Down in the basement 
the three horse-power motor runs 4 
horizontal centrifugal pump, which lifts 
water from an almost inexhaustible well 
to a reservoir dug in the hillside and 
connected to the pump by a two-inch 
pipe 250 feet long. The reservoir has 4 
capacity of about 6,000 gations, and ig 
placed forty feet above the leve] of 
the pump, ‘furnishing kitchen, bathroom 
and laundry with water at a good. pres- 
eure. In the front yard there is hose 
connection with a hydrant which fur- 
nishes weter for the lawn and also adds 
security to the home in case of fire. 

In the kitchen electrical cooking and 
heating devices are liberally employed. 
During warm summer days the electric 
stove is often connected to one of the 
lamp sockets on the veranda and the 
luncheon prepared in the cooling breeze 
of an electric fan, thus avoiding the use 
of the hot kitchen stove. The use of 
electric flatirons also does away, with 
the old stove formerly so necessary on 
ironing day. : 

During the winter, when there is al- 
ways sufficient water for continuous 
operation at full load, electric heaters 
are used instead of the small wood 
stove, which formerly kept a man busy 
most of the time. 

As all farm plants should be, this lIittie 
electric plant is as nearly ‘‘fool proot’ 
as was possible to make ft. It requires 
on omg no attention, and the power 

ouse need not be visited more than 
once a week with a supply of oil, if as 
often as that. 

Every night in the year the plant car- 
ries an average of thirty to forty lights 
from dusk till midnight and after that 
time a lesser number. With the other 
services it performs during the day time 
the amount of electrical energy used On 
this farm, if valued at the rate of 10 
cents per kilowat hour, would be worth 
more than $700 per year. When we oon- 
sider the fact that the plant did not 
cost more than $1,500, which includes 
costly fixtures, the waterworks system 
and 4ll appurtenances, we find that it is 
paying a handsome profit on the invest- 
ment. But this is only one way of loo&- 
ing at it. The pleasures and conveni- 
ences it has added to farm life cannot 
be measured by dollars and cents. it 
has added a charm to country life, such 
as no other investment of an equal 
amount could possibly have done.

Helpful jin this respect has 
been the arrival of better weather con- 
ditions, the advance of the season's 
trade toward an early Easter, large 
shipments of grain to market attracted 
by high prices and the resumption of 
building operations at many cities after 
the winter shut down. Where fobbing 
demand has improved, however, con- 
servatism in buying has ruled, trade at 
first hands has remained pretty quiet, 
and the enlargement of retail buying 
has not been very marked. Still, even 
collections show a slight gain. The coal 
trade is yery unsettled. Wage reduc- 
tions in the iron and steel trade are 
increasing. 

Shoe manufacturers are reported 
catching up with spring orders, and a 
long between seasons period ts looked 
or. 

Perhaps the best showing made by 
any industry is that of building, where 
proposed expenditures are about double 
these foreshadowed a year ago.

Dun & Co.’s Review of Trade. 


New York. March 12.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly trade review tomorrow 
will say that milder weather will stim- 
ulate spring sales, but general trade 
continues quiet. Conditions are better 
in-the west than in the east, but every- 
where there is still acking the desired 
ambition.

The mosffencouraging feature is the 
better s@ftiment, and tnis, has beev foi- 
lowedby an increased demand in sume 
lings. Best news comes from the struc- 
t¥iral division, orders for material ag- 
gregating a good volume, while the 
new prices are firmly maintained. 

The advancing season is also expect- 
ed to increase the tonnage for building 
work. Demand for railroads has not 
expanded to any extent, although addi- 
tional inquiries for steel rails are re- 
ported. In wire products orders are 
somewhat heavier, while bids for cast 
iron pipe were opened in this city early 
in the week, but otherwise this. di- 
vision igs generally quiet. 

* Some falling off in dry goods ac- 
tivity is normal] at this season. ‘ 

Indications are that by the end of the 
month another export movement in 
Chinese orders may be under way, 
while some business is being done with 
the Red sea. 

Wide print cloths are irregular, but 
narrow sxoods are nominally strong, 
though in light demand. Prints are 
moving slowly, but sales of staples and 
dress ginghams continue fairly large. 
In the woolen division there is a dis- 
position on the part of clothiers to send 
salesmen on the road unusually early. 
One of the most marked features of 
the season thus far has been the gen- 
eral demand for serges and unfinished 
worsteds. The dress goods market is 
fairly active, with a good demand for 
Staple worsteds. 

The yarn market continues dull, with 


Science of Hluminating | 


Large Buildings. { 
_ The art of illuminating large build- 
ings is a science in itself and the iI- 
luminating engineer is now recognized 
as an essential factor in the planning 
of large schools, churches, stations, 
theaters, halls and other large private 
and public buildings. 

Up to within a few years ago. all 
buildings, both large and small, were: 
lighted without a thought for the health 
of the occupant or the comfort of their 
eyes. The illuminating engineer is a 
product of the wonderful developments 
in artificial lighting brought about in 
the last few years by the General Elec- 
tric Company and other electrical con- 
cerns. It is his work to see that the 
illumination of a large building neither 
contaminates the air, produces much 
heat nor is over-~burdened with the in- 
jurious rays of the solar spectrum. It 
is the practice now to carefully p’an 
the illumination of all large buildings 
both for daylight and for artificial 
light. Strict attention is paid to every 
detail. The construction of the light- \ 
ing fixtures is planned so that they can 
be kept clean with a minimum of le- 
bor, and also that if dust does accumu- 
late wpon the shades it shall not mate- 
rially diminish the amount of light. The 
color of the walls, window shades, and 
woodwork is carefully selected from 
very light tints so the walls. will reflect 
the light tnstead of absorbing it. If the 
contrast in the shades of wall paper, 
woodwork and furniture is at all mark- 
ed there will be fatigue and discomfort 
of the eyes, which cannot be avoided, 
and the greater the illumination._beyona 
a certain point, the greater the fatigue 
and distress. 

There are two ways to light large 
rooms, either by direct or indirect lignt- 
ing. With indirect lighting all the light 
is thrown to the celling and walle and 
thence reflected to the hower portions 
of the room, giving a soft, mellow light /( 
without any sharp points to blind the 
eyes. With direct lighting opaque 
shades placed directly above the lamps 
refiect all the light downwerd. Direct. 
lighting is the most common and the 
cheapest way, but it does not distribute 
the light evenly, casts heavy shadows 
and leaves the bright points of light 
free to shine directly into the eyes. 

The general requirements for the Hil- 
lumination of large buildings can be 
summed up in a few terse paragraphs. 

The light should be produced with as 
oe contamination of the air as pos- 
sible. , 

The heat production should be lov. 

The light should not be rich in the 
red and violet rays of the spectrum 
which are irritating to the eye. 

A steady light is indispensable, and 
the lamps should not be subject to rapid 
detertoration. 

The light should be well diffused so 
as to secure uniform § illumination 
throughout the room. 

It should be properly shaded so as to 
prevent points of great briiliancy from 
coming within the fieMi of vision, and 
to avoid annoying and distmrbing 
shadows. For this latter purpose proper 
location of the fixtur®® is of the great- 


est e. 

Tue nmoant amount of light necessary varies 
according to the purpose for which it 
is required. 

The cost of installation and mainte- 
mance should be moderate. 

The fixtures should be of durable con- 
struction @end easy to clean and repair. 

In conside the color of the walis, 
the daylight iNumination must be taken 
into account. For the bright, sunny 
rooms, a very light green is probably 
the best e. For the darker roome 
a light. buff. 

Th ceiling should be white or slightly 
tinted. d 

The windows should be provided with 
shades for excluding the direct rays of 
the sun and diffusing the Nght through- 
out the room. 

The woodwork should be of light 
color such as that of natural wood.

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REVIEW OF COTTON 
AND OTHER MARKETS 


New York, March 12.—Nothi strik- 
ing thas developed in the way of Phoebe 
in prices in the cotton market during 
the past week. The sluggishness of 
trade and speculation has been against 
the market. So have rains in Texas, 
even if the drought in that State has 
not really been thoroughly broken. The 
tariff agitation, the depression in tron 
and steel, and the fear of industrial con- 
tests growing out of lower metal prices, 
and of the cutting of wages, have also 
been factors inimica? to a rise in prices. 

Apparently, too, the south is not s0 
seriously impressed with conditions in 
Texas, or with the fear of possible rav- 
ages by boll weevil east of the Missis- 
Ssippi during the coming season, that it 
fe moved to ®uy at all freely. The crop 
movement is not exactly slim either, 
and believers in a crop about as large 
as any ever raised think that events 
are justifying such a faith. Moreover, 
there have been reports that Lancashire 
would at least temporarily adopt short 
time. On the other hand, however, the 
price of raw cotton is considered cheap, 
and another big crop is thought neces- 
Sary to meet the wants of the consump- 
tive world. And, ahead of the trade lie 
the chances and dangers of the srowing 
season. _Wall street houses of late have 
been in some cases buying on all de- 

ines,-and whether large spot interests 
have lightened thetr load somewhat or 
not they are believed to be still heavily 
committed to the bull side, and to be 
ready to fight a decline. Chicago opera- 
tors, in some instances, have also been 
buying of late. At times during fhe week 
there has been a good spot business at 
New York, and at'various points in the 
south. Exports are lItberal and as soon 
as the way is cleared for it, there seems 
every prospect of a large consumption. 
At least this f{s the judgment of a very 
considerable proportion of the cotton 
trade. On Friday, Liverpool was unex- 
pectedly steady, and its spot sales were 
quite Ifberal. 


Sugar. 


There has been more interest in the 
sugar market here the past week, due 
to the firmness in the raw situation. 
The generally accepted explanation of 
the firm views 6f shippers is the strength 
of Burope, where the London beét mar- 
ket, despite our adwance, is atill 34 
points above the compe § of Cuba’s, 
though the two markets ould work 
closer together as the season proceeds. 
The conservative Cuban crop estimate 
is 1,300,000 tons, and rainy weather in 
the island is not expected to check the 
movement materially. Since loca] re- 
finers are well supplied with March 
shipment, the most interest is ndw 
shown in the April position, speculators 
“making unsuccessful bids for May. 

Advances in refined sugar were only 
a natural sequence of the rise in raws. 
The country grocers, however, are still 
working on the withdrawals under con- 
tracts made until the market was !-4c 
lower, and brokers look for a dull trade 
during the coming ‘month, preliminary to 
the reopening of canal navigation. As 
speculation is precluded under present 
selling terms, the refineries are not 
loaded up with, future business, and the 
basis exists for an active summer cam- 


paign. ,

All-Day Electric Service in 
Small Cities and Villages. 


Time was when electricity was used almost 
entirely for lighting purposes. During the 
hours between dusk and daybreak the elec- 
tric lighting plants ran the generators at 
their greatest capacity to take care of the 
thousands of lights burning in the streets, the 
shops and factories, the offices and homes. 
But as soon as old Sol peeked above the 
eastern hills the electrical engineer in the 
power house opened a switch and the arc 
lamps in the streets instantly went out, 
though the red-hot tips of the carbon elec- 
trodes glowed for a few seconds in the 
morning Nght. In a few. minutes more an- 
other switch was turned and the lights for 
the houses and buildings were turned off and 
the great generators soon stopped with no 
work to do during the daylight hours. The 
engines stopped running, the machinery stood 
motionless, the fires were banked, the steam 
pressure went down, while the engineer and 
his assistants killed time in cleaning up the 
different machines and polishing the brass fix- 
tures, or went home to sleep. 

But electricity has found so many y fields 
of employment in the past few years, and 
has come into such general usefulness in the 
shop, office and household by day that nearly 
every public electric power plant in towns of 
any size at all are now running day and 
night. The time has arrived when the power 
plants can earn nearly as much during the 
day as they do during the night. The elec- 
trical energy which was exclusively used for 
lighting purposes in the past is now recog- 
nized as the ideal source of power and an 
important factor in the heating world. 

With the central power station running 24 
hours a day there is no industry too small 
To afford electric power under the low power 
rates obtainable. WPiectricity is the most elas- 
tic and subtle power in the world. It can be 
used to drive the mammoth machinery in a 
steel] mill or to wind the clock or drive the 
tiny drill in the dentist’s office. The mys- 
terious current seems to have a penchant for 
doing the countless little tasks formerly ac- 
complished by foot or hand power. 

In towns where day service has been in- 
stalled the printer no longer ‘“‘kicks’’ his job 
press; a little_motor runs it even faster than 
he could: the jeweler employs a little motor to 
drive his lathe; the biacksmith hes electricity 
to blow his forge; the cooper, the carriage 
maker and the carpenter give electricity steady 
employment in their shops; the baker, the 
butcher, the finsmith, the little factory and 
every other industry found in a small place 
have learned the economy and convenience of 
electric power. In 1905 electricity repre- 
sented 11 per cent of the energy used In this 
country for manufacturing, while steam dom- 
inated with 86% per cent of the total. But 
these conditions have changed materially since 
then and the increase is mostly in electrical 
power, which now represents @ quarter of all 
the energy used. 

In the course of a year there are many dark 
days when electric lights are needed in the 
offices and in many of the darker rooms 
of the house. There is always the dark 
cellar and the window-less closet demanding 
a light if one wishes to look for something 
therein during the day. It is very inconve- 
nient if the electric lights are only available 
during the night. 

Electricity is just beginning to take the 
place of the coal stove in the home, and it 
is promised by men who look wisely into the 
future that within a few short years a large 
portion of the cooking and heating will be 
from electric power. Already a great many 
homes contain an electric kitchen wherein all 
the cooking and baking is done in electric 
ovens and electric-heated utensils.
